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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The after-final amendment fails to place the application in condition for allowance. The amendment also raises 
at least a new issue under 1 12. The aperture [3] disclosed in figure 1 is shown as an integral part of the filter wheel. Therefore it is unclear 
how rotation of the filter housing places one of the filters between the aperture [singular and understood to be stationary] and the light 
source. Further the claims lack a relationship between the filter housing the filter wheel. The scope the claims has been broadened to 
include an aperture which may now be an independent component similar to that shown as [17] in Leclercq. This change results in a new 
issue requiring further consideration. With respect to the arguments provided by the applicant, the examiner maintains that the lens is 
nested as defined as "fitted compactly together or within one another" from Merriam-Webster since the examiner holds the lens is fitted 
within/held by the recess. The claim does not require the lens to be movable with respect to the recess, only that it is moveable with 
respect to the light for focusing the light. As both Leclercq and the instant application disclose using a combination of filters, the examiner 
suggests that the filter wheel of Avital may be in addition to the filters of Leclercq between the light source and the lenses in order to provide 
patterned light as shown to be part of the filters of Richardson. Lastly, although Leclerqc and Avital may not explicitly teach the lens 
position with respect to the focus, the examiner maintains that one of ordinary skill in the art of optics would understand that a lens at the 
focal point would provide a wider light output beam. 
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
